Our  Town  depicts  the  life  of  a  New  Hampshire  village — with  its  humor,  picturesqueness  and  pathos — set 
against  a  background  of  centuries  of  time,  social  history,  and  religious  ideas.  The  play  begins  in  1901  in  Grover’s 
Corners  where  the  Gibbs  and  the  Webbs  are  neighbors.  During  their  childhood  George  Gibbs  and  Emily 
Webb  are  playmates  and  their  lives  are  inextricably  woven  together  as  neighbors’  lives  are  likely  to  be.  But  as 
they  grow  older  they  pass  from  this  period  into  a  state  of  romantic  but  embarrassed  interest  in  one  another.
